The letter which we publithed yeeterday 
from John Quincy Adams, of Massachusetts, 
to the editor of the Auguste {Ask.) BuUetin on 
the political situation and the new departure 
is highly charged with the ‘‘spirit of ’76.” 
Our Aikansa» contemporary had written a 
letter to Mr. Adams, “expressing, among other 
things, the apprehension that, with Grant’s 
vast patronage most unscrnpnlonsly used, 
he would not yield the Presidential chair oven 
if defeated before the people in 1872 (General 
Blair’s old idea), and that O'jr republic, like 
its predecessors of old. Is so rapidly drifting 
into the channels of corruption that the people 
in despair may look to one military leader as 
the only means of saving them from the utter 
mtu threatened by an o t h e r a n d in reply to 
this letter Mr. Adams, as a democratic fellow 
citizen, pleads substantially that on the “ new 
departure” the Southern States may escape 
from the pressure of a military despotism, and 
that the blessings of constitutional government 
may bo restored to the whole country. 
First, in endeavoring to place himself in the 
situation of a snfTering democrat in the “sub* 
ject States,” Mr. Adams says, “I do try to 
take it home to myself, and I do not doubt 
that in similar circumstenoes I should to-day 
be an ‘unrepentnnt rebel,’ sore, angry, beaten 
and defiant. With me it would doubtless have 
been as it has been with you, that the tender 
mercies of roconstruction had been harder to 
bear than all the horrors of invasive war. 
I 
should have been galled by misgovernment, 
robbed by imported knavery of the plttenoe 
which the war had spared, exasperated by 
wilful and persistent misrepresentatiou and 
cruelly condemned to hopeless impotence for 
the imputed guilt of 
cowardly 
crimes I 
abhorred.” All this he can clearly under­ 
stand; and, furthermore, he says, in the posi­ 
tion of a Southern democrat, “ I should have 
been condemned, too, to hold my personal 
liberty at the nod of a mercenary carpet-bag­ 
ger or the whim of a military satrap. 
I fear 
that I should have been an ‘irreconcilable';’ 
I think I should be sulky; but I know I should 
besUIyif I yielded to the feeling.” This is 
the essential point in the case. 
Admitting all 
the wrongs of which Southern “unrepentant 
rebels” complain, and fully sympathizing with 
these “irroconcilables,” Mr. Adams, in effect, 
admonishes them of the folly of repining over 
the “lost oause” and of the silliness of sulkily 
waiting and trusting that some day “some­ 
thing may turn up” to revive and give the 
victory to a Southern confederacy. 
On this question Mr. Adams wishes it, no 
doubt, to be clearly and universally under­ 
stood that Mr. Jefferson Davis is all wrong; 
that bis high hopes of the final success of the 
“lost cause” are vain delusions; for, says the 
sagacious young statesman of Quincy, “the 
war has confirmed, beyond the shadow of a 
turning, the destiny which decreed that there 
shall be but one confederated people of the 
North American Union. 
No. Rebellious I 
mi^ht be, but not weak enough to await the 
resurrection of secession.” 
What, 
then, 
would he do ? He is an ultra red-hot demo­ 
crat against the party iu power. He says “ the 
whole internal policy of the present adminis­ 
tration” means, not peace and sectional har­ 
mony, “but war;” that “reconstruction meant 
war;” that “the Ku Klnx bill declared war,” 
and that “this Union is now held together by 
force. ’ Wh.it, then, is the remedy which Mr. 
Adams proposes to the Southern democracy? 
He simply proposes the “new departure”— 
the acceptance of the constitution as it is— 
tbiiTecnlli, fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
raente, and ail therein contained, from negro 
omaacipation to negro suffrage. 
And he is of 
the*opinion, on this new departure, that “it 
matters not what man may be chosen to lead 
us, so long as his heart is large enough to 
hold the whole country, his soul brave 
enough to embrace a Confedérate as a 
brother, and bis platform wide enough for 
every American citizen to stand upon. ” Of 
course, “to compass this end something of 
sacrifice is required of us all; much of self 
control is demanded of the Sooth ;” but still if 
the attempt suggested is made, “and honestly 
and in earnest, it cannot fad." Such are the 
salient points and such is the concliuion of 
this second chapter of good advice in 1871 
from this wise young Massachusetts states- 
roau and democratic politician, Mr. John 
Quincy Adams. 
What astonishing changes 
we have from this whirligig, this revolutionary 
lottery wheel of American politics! 
From 
1824 down to 1810 John Quincy Adams, of 
Massachusetts (grandfather of the present 
John Quincy), was fought and denounced by 
the old Jacksonian democracy as the living 
embodiment of the old federal party, its alien 
and sedition laws and all its despotic abomina­ 
tions^- but in 1871, the John Quincy Adams, 
of Massachusetts (a chip of the old block), 
appears as the foremost and ablest champion 
of the democracy against' the party in power, 
although on the slavery and the negro ques­ 
tions the achievements of this party cover the 
whole programme of the first John Quincy 
Adams. 
He died in Congress fighting for the 
abolition of slavery—a forlorn hope against 
what appeared at that day, under the absolute 
power of Che Southern cotton kings, a fixed 
institnlion for generations to come. 
In the present party attitude, then, of the 
living John Quincy Adams we have a striking 
illostration of the stupendous political revolu­ 
tion wrought In the United States within the 
last thirty—yea the last ten, yeara—and of its 
remarkable effects npon our party platforms and 
leading politicians. 
But what is the prospect 
from this good advice of Mr. Adams to the 
Southern democracy ? 
We hope they will fol­ 
low it; but the signs of the times down South 
are discouraging. 
Jeff Davis has done a vast 
amount of mischief in rekindllng^he smoulder­ 
ing embers of bis exploded confederacy; the 
Southern Marat of the rebellion, the fierce and 
fiery Toombs, has been seconding the efforts 
of Davis to some purpose againat what they 
call the frauds and outrages of the fourteenth 
and flfleentb amendments; and the late Vice 
Preaident 
of the “so-called 
Confederate 
States,” Mr. Stephen», has become the editor 
of a Georgia newspaper for the express pur­ 
pose of holding tbs democratic party to its 
Tammany declaration of 1868, that ail the re­ 
construction doings of Congress, constitotloaal 
amendments inclnded, are “unconstitational, 
revolotionary, null and void.” 
Against such opposing foroat from tbs old 
ir»-aaten wh«t oita^llc. A A m t do for bii a«ff 


dapaitore in the Sonth? Very little wHh a 
brief letter every month or two, but very 
mnoh from an active misalonary tour through 
the Southern Stetaa. 
His presenoe and bia 
oonvinoing apaechea in the South in behalf of 
democratic harmony in the “acceptance of the 
aituatioa as it ia” would have a great effect 
even upon the old fire-eaters. 
We cannot con­ 
cur with Mr. Adams that if the democrats ore 
united upon their platform one man or one 
ticket will do as well as another for the party 
in 1872. We hold that this battle wlU be 
fooght mainly upon the tickets in the field, and 
secondarily upon the platforms, as on the 
great question, reconstruction, the platforms 
will, repabllcan and democratic, be snbsten- 
tially the same. 
A powerful ticket, therefore, 
is the great essential for the democracy, and 
the ticket uf Chase and Hancock will meet 
this demand, for it will be a very powerful 
ticket Let the democrats adopt It and oause 
It to be understood that in the event of its 
election, Mr. John Quincy Adams will be the 
Secretary of State of the new administration, 
and much additional strength wUl be given in 
the campaign to the democratic cause. Let the 
democracy put on their Presidential ticket a 
good strong popular Cabinet out and out 
beaded by Mr. Adams, and they will fiad it 
immensely to their advantage. 
We shall touch upon this proposition again. 
We think it a good idea. Meantime we com­ 
mend to the Southern democrats the sound 
and seasonable advice of Mr. Adams. 


Tha Klac af Italr as Raae. 
The arrival of Victor Emmanuel at Rome 
and the transfer of the Italian govemmeut to 
the Eternal City are events which cannot be 
passed over in silence. It is the deUberate 
judgment of mankind that the ancient capital 
of the world ought to be the capital of modern 
Italy. 
The people of Rome and the people 
who were Victor Emmanuel’s subjects pre­ 
viously to the occupation of the States of the 
Church are one in lineage, In interests and in 
destiny. 
Neither waited for this consumma­ 
tion more earnestly than the other, and both 
were enthusiastic in desiring it. 
th e recep­ 
tion which was yesterday accorded to the 
King proves this, and assures a long reign for 
the Italian Kings in the city of the G»sars. 
And in all this we can see nothing hostile to 
the Church. 
The Pope is a dignitary whom 
no earthly power could rob of bis glory. 
The 
thunders of the Vatican are still as potent as 
in the days before the occupation. 
The mu­ 
nicipal control of Rome—the regulation of the 
police and the command of the little Papal 
anny—added nothing to the real dominion of 
the occupant of the chair of St. Peter. Tlie 
whole Catholic world recognizes this even 
now, and will come to recognize it more fully 
when all the good results springing out of this 
change shall have had time to develop them­ 
selves. 
• 
The Pope has not looked upon the occupa- 
tion of Rome by the Italians with favor. 
He 
regarded it as an invasion of the privileges of 
the Papal chair and an insult to the Church, 
bat he wisely determined to remain in the 
Vatican and to continue to exercise in St. 
Peter’s his august office of the chief bishop of 
the Christian world. In time, sboald his life 
be spared, as it is the hope and prayer of all 
men that it may be, he will see In these politi­ 
cal changes less of evil and mora of good than 
he at first thought to find In them. 
At all 
events they cannot ba reversed. The alacrity 
with which the foreign Ambassadors at the 
Court of Florence transferred their offices to 
Rome shows that there is to be no interven­ 
tion. 
The occupation is fully accomplished. 
Rome is the political capital of Italy quite as 
much as it is the spiritual capital of the world. 
In many respects all that has taken place was 
desirable ; but, apart from this, the transfer 
from Florence is an accomplished event, and 
as such we recognize it.

There has not been a murder reported in this 
city for months that bad not connected with it 
in some way the name of a woman, and this 
Newark tragedy is not an exception to the 
New York nUe. 
Were H not for the respect 
and sympathy dne to the living we might 
point to this case as a fearful warning to men 
who forget their social duties and enforce the 
lesson by reciting its stern teachings. 
But 
the tragedy is m terrible in itself and so ter­ 
rible in all its snrroundings that only the most 
hardened sinners can fall to learn something 
from it.

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F a n o r . 
Nowhere in the world are the denisens of 
cities fonder of sojoarnlng in the country in 
the summer than in the United States. 
This 
Is one of those traits of our people which 
show their good aenae and intelilgence, as 
well as their lore of pleasure. 
But how Is it 
fostered by those most interested in doing »o? 
Although we mean to answer this question as 
fhlly as the limita of an article wlU aUow, none 
need expect os to point out any place or per­ 
son for either censure or approbation. At the 
same time there are few summer resorts in 
America to which our remarks will not be found 
more or leu applicable in one form or other. 
That keeping such plaou has become an 
extensive business all who read the newspa­ 
pers are aware; and there is no reason why 
it should not be honorable as well as profita­ 
ble. Far be it from us to deny that there are 
landlords of summer resorts aa honest and as 
incapable of imposing on those who deal with 
them as any other businus men, in town or coun­ 
try. But the difficulty is that there are too few of 
this class. For one who is satisfied with a 
legitimate profit at leut half a doien have no 
higher motive than to exact as much as possi­ 
ble from their guests. 
Indeed, the extent to 
which extortion is carried in every conceiva­ 
ble form wonld seem not merely incredible, but 
utterly fabulous, were it not that thousands 
indignantly bear witness to it from actual ex­ 
perience. 
Before giving any particulars in llluatratioa 
of this, for the benefit of the uninitiated, we 
may remark in passing that it is because the 
grab system is carried, in numerous instances, 
beyond the bounds of endurance that so large 
a number of our citizens have ceased to visit 
those places; preferring to remain in the city, 
if they have no country residences of their 
own, rather than 
anbjeot themselves for 
months or weeks, or even days, to what they 
have been compelled to regard as little better 
than organized swindling. 
All remember the time when those having 
any pretensions to respectebility—not to men­ 
tion fashion—used to be ashamed to be seen In 
their comfortable bouses in the city after the 
middle of June. 
It was no mere sarcasm on 
this class that many of them were said to pre­ 
tend, by closing their front windows, to be in 
the country, while they hid themselves away 
in their back rooms. 
Now the same class 
think it much more respeoteble to invite their 
friends to their city residences than to visit 
three-fourths of our summer resorts. 
It is of 
the latter they are ashamed to-day, although 
they set as high a value as ever on every ad- 
rantege to be derived from mstication iu the 
sultry season. They do not admire the groves 
or the forests, the hills or the valleys, the 
brooks or the rivoleta a whit less than they 
did seven or ten years ago. 
Nay, they sigh 
for alf as much aa ever; they are also as 
williog as ever to spend their money; but they 
are less willing to be at once cheated and kept 
under “regulations” like naughty schoolboys. 
Our readers know that we are not of the 
cynical order. It has never been our habit to 
pretend to expect perfection from any class; 
we are much more disposed to look at the 
bright than at the dark side of human nature; 
and had it been otherwise we would long since 
have denounced at least a portion of the 
“tricks upon travellers” played at some of oar 
summer resorts. Even now we have no in­ 
tention of any violence; and if our remarks 
be heeded only in proportion as they are true 
and just—free from any exaggeration—they 
will ultimately, if not immediately, serve the 
country landlords at least as much as their 
guests. 
But let us not do injustioe to the country 
folks, for it is not they who do one-tenth of 
the mischief in this case. 
In all our large 
cities there is a pretty numerous class always 
ready to go to the country in time to prepare 
the way for those who only go iu search of 
recreation and health. 
The former are sure 
to be early enough in the field to take the 
latter in, and they are quite as intent on doing 
so, metaphorically as literally. 
Some who 
expect to better their condition by taking 
charge of summer resorts are honest, respect­ 
able men, who have gained a well-earned repu­ 
tation as clerks or superintendents at our 
metropolitan hotels. 
But these are “angels’ 
viaita” in more than one sense, and to such 
our criticisms have no application except as 
contrasts to those of the opposite class. 
In general the keepers of country resorts 
are persons who either occupy subordínate 
positions at our fourth or fifth rate city hotels 
daring the winter, keep third or fourth rate city 
boarding houses during the same period, or do 
nothing but walk about and amuse themselves 
in anticipation of the fine harvest they shall 
have in summer. 
Not unfrequently the same 
party known as plain Mrs. Sausage in the city 
tame up in the country as Tom Smith & Co., 
proprietors, &c. 
It is almoat needless to say 
that the “resort” in charge of this firm has a 
long catalogue of attractions, and yet Smith 
is no fonder of calling bis brass gold, his mole 
hills moimtains, or his carrion veal prime beef, 
than almost any of his numerous rivals. 
Generally the first illustration the guest 
receives of the live and let live policy is in the 
shape of a bill for a whole weak two or three 
days after bis arrival. 
Not understanding 
this, he is informed that he was to have arrived 
earlier, and it was his own fault If he failed to 
do so. The rooms were there a week ago as 
well as now, and it was not fair that they 
should bs kepi idle for nothing! 
In most 
instences the pieasnre-seeker submits rather 
than listen to too mnch loud, virtuous talk, 
although he scarcely fares bettor afterwards, 
even in the matter of talk, than the one who 
refuses to be imposed upon, or ssys that if 
forced to pay what he does not owe it will be 
bis last payment there. 
What cares “mine 
host” for this ? At least, so he says, and in no 
very polite language, and bis countenance is 
still more offensive than bis tongue. 
But he 
is geuepous after all. 
All of a sudden he 
becomes as polite and friendly as possible. 
He says It was all a mistake and everything 
will be right and pleasant in future. 
The next difficulty is about extra dinners 
already paid for twice, or, perhaps, throe 
times. 
One is reminded that no gentleman 
would objrct, even if there was a slight mis­ 
take ; and a similar argument is ready for the 
contentious individual who thinks it eaougb to 
pay the expressman’s fee twice, but will pay it 
the third time rather than get up a “muss.” 
At some “resorts" the highest price paid for 
rooms and bovd ii bat n bMatelle to the oro- 


prietor. It is only those who drink nt lonni n 
oertetn quantity thnt nre rsqm tebls nod 
worthy of attentioo. 
If they gamble all night 
and swear as long as they are able, all the 
better; but they wIU be excused from the 
gambUog and swearing if they wiQ only have 
the proper number of bottles in thsir bill. 
StiU they must be careful not to be “mean.” 
That is, if by mistake they are charged for the 
best champagne instead of the worst claret 
they must not grumble, even though such “mis­ 
takes” are of daUy oocurrenoe. As for those who 
will have neither one “brand” nor the other 
they are intolerable, and the sooner they leave 
the better. This may serve to explain how it 
is that not a few order bottles which they 
conld not be induced to drink; while paying 
ostensibly for the 
“vlllanous compound” 
what they really want to purchase is freedom 
from annoyanoe. 
It may well seem incredible that any one 
keeping a summer resort at which he charges 
fabulous prices for rooms aud beard, neither 
of which would be endured In the city, would 
treat his guests rudely and offensively because 
they will not drink in and out of season and 
sicken, if not intoxicate themselves, in order 
to put money into his pocket Nevertheless 
the fact is but too true, and if any doubt It 
they need not go a day’s journey from New 
York in order to be fully satisfied on that point. 
Those fond of gunning or fishing are doubtless 
sufficiently Informed already aa to the modw 
operandi of this class, although, being a long- 
sufferlug race and used to “roughing it,” 
probably most of them forget that tberais any­ 
thing very wrong In having oven defective 
liquors forced down their throats at so much a 
bottle. 
But, alas! for those who have horses at 
many of our summer resorts. 
If the poor ani­ 
mals themselves could speak they might well 
say, “Wo worth the day." It does not re­ 
quire any extensive knowledge of human na­ 
ture to understand that those who would 
cheat a man to his face, even while he is pro­ 
testing against the trick, would not scruple 
much to cheat the “dumbbrute.” Where a lady 
is threatened with expulsion for intimating in 
the most delloate manner that the steak is too 
much like leather for her teeth and too much 
like a bolus for her stomach, the horse should’ 
be thankful if ho geti bad hay instead of the 
good oats for which his master pays the high­ 
est figure. 
Probably none but t’uose who have 
derived their 
knowledge from experience 
would believe that there are “resorts” claimed 
to be first class at which the owner’s coach­ 
man or groom will not be allowed to feed his 
own horses lest he might give them too much. 
But such is the fact in many instances. 
Some­ 
times the owners have to get up an indigoatiou 
meeting in order to save their horses from 
starvation. 
Many other plans of extortion practised at 
summer resorts are but too> familiar to hun­ 
dreds of our readers. 
But are not those we 
have glanced at quite sufficient to account for 
the altered views and wishes of our citizens in 
regard to those places ? It by no moans fol­ 
lows, however, that because bad, suicidal 
plans have been pursued in the past such will 
be coatiuued in the future; and nothing will 
afforJ the H e r a l d more pleasure than to pro­ 
claim the improvement as soon a.s it takes 
place. 


T h e F re n c h 
France has again spoken for the republic. 
The supplementary elections, 
which took 
place on Sunday last, indicate the sentiments 
of the French people. 
Out of one hundred 
and fourteen vacancies the republicans have 
succeeded in electing eighty or ninety mem­ 
bers to fill the vacant places in the National 
Assembly. 
A more thorough vote of confi­ 
dence or a more genuine expression in favor 
of the republican government It would be 
difficult to imagine. 
Nothing abort of the 
uuauimous verdict of the people could be 
more significant than the announcement which 
the cable despatches of yesterday made of the 
determination of the will of the French people 
to remain true to the republic. 
Thiers’ hands 
are now strengthened, for the people have 
spoken in approval of the form of government 
of which be is the executive head. 
Not 
only in the elections have they shown their 
coufldence in the republic, but in the manner 
in which they have taken up the new loan 
have.they indicated their firm belief in repub­ 
licanism and the ability of the people of 
France to rule France. Now that the republic 
is truly endorsed by the people there is no 
excuse for the French leaders to hesitate in 
their course. Gambette has secured a place 
in the Assembly, and be has annouoced his 
determination to siippott the government of 
Thiers. General Faidherbe, one of the bravest 
and most thorough stíldiers of France, has 
also been elected by the republicans. 
Other 
prominent republicans have been elected to fill 
the vacant chairs. 
The French people have 
spoken; let the government act, and by wise, 
thoughtful and vigorous legislatioo prove that 
the confldeuoe of the French people is not 
m isplaced.__________________

muflbrooms in a night, a crop of municipal 
reformers, who assail the authorities with 
might and maiu until they are obliged to desist 
from sheer exhaustion, or from other cansea, 
which it is not at all difficult to explain.

TUI. DAI'NTLEMS AND SAPPHO, 
in the iDterests of inelr respective guests, had been 
iiiatciied to make tho race as far as the Five Patnom 
llghuuip. and at quarter past uine they began the 
work of beating to destiuatiou. Many light clouds 
obscured all quarters of the heavens, and prevented 
the beaming sun irom sneddlng Us radiance upon 
tne lacors. All through the struggle the yachts, 
wltb one or two exceptions, curried the same 
am ount of canvas—tbe lower sails and working top­ 
sails.

The sugar crop of LouUlaua of 1871 la eatlniated 
at 104,881 hogsheads, weighing l(W,878,692 pounds, 
against 87,oeo in 180e-70, an increase of 67.791 hogs­ 
head. or over «Ixty-slx per cent. This large Increase 
in the crop was made notwUhstoiiding th at there 
was great difficulty lu obtaining labor Just at the 
plautlng season, and the w eather was so cool aud 
dry in the spring th at tho cane did not sprout 
well until June. In addition to these 
draw 
backs there was a freeze In the middle of Novem­ 
ber. which caused a great deal of injury, and tho 
still colder w eather of December caused a loss 
of about 3,600 hogsoeadA Had the season been a 
good one It 18 probable that the crop would have 
reached nearly ltt5,ooo hogsheads. 
Of this crop 
120,657 hogsheads, or 147,662.558 pounds.wero brown 
sugar, made by the old process, and 18,224 hogs­ 
heads, OT 21,316,004 pouuds, were refined or clari­ 
fied sugars.

In 1861 there were 1,292 
sugar houses m operation. 
When the war broke 
out the productive capacity of tho State was nearly 
half a million hogsheads sugar and 875,000 bar

sugar lands were 
laid waste during the contest ami im provem ents on 
sugar estates to tne value of many nillllous of dol 
lara were ueealessly destroyed. The first crop after 
the war waa only 6,668 hogsheads. Many hundreds 
of negro laborers have been lately taken from Vlr- 
gliiia, Tennessee, North and South Carolina to 
Louisiana, and ttae sugar interesU have now been 
re-established upon a solid basis an«l tho crop of 
1871-2 promises to bo over two liimdied thousand 
hoganeads. and with a good grinding season will 
probably be two hundred and twenty-five thousand 
hogsheads.

The Civil service Commissioners have stumbled 
upon a construction of the section authorizing their 
appointm ent which will prove som ewhat em bar 
rasslng, if nothing more. For the first three days of 
tlielr session the Commlsaloners were engaged upon 
tbe consideration as to what was the extent of their 
powers. 
It DOW seems that they hold that the sec­ 
tion under which they were appointed completely 
revoluUonlzes ttae present system of appointm ents. 
They state that under tbe cousututloa the Presi­ 
dent is only limited In his appointing powers 
to the cases m entioned therein. These are to for­ 
eign m inisters, members of ttae Cabtaec, and to such 
Other officers as Congress may designate. Hereto­ 
fore there has been a statute limiting the appointing 
power of the President, and beads of departm ents 
have been granied the power t<> appoint tbeir sub­ 
ordinates. This construction baa been extende<l so

Taking cognizance of the last report as flrat in o r­ 
der. and stripping it of the coloring of excitem ent, it

United Stales, the Governor of Illinois commlsslouetl 
tb e Moi-mon prophet, Joseph Smith, Its Lieutenant 
General. 
In course of tim e the IlUnols Legislature 
repented of the tinsel glory It bad shed over tbe 
eocked hat and laced coat and stripes of tb e pro­ 
phet, and revoked the city charter and th at or th e 
Legion. 
But It was too late; tbe organization bad 
boon effected and otncered. It m ade no difference 
to the Mormons, who bad driUeJ; what Illlaols m ight 
call tbetn—they were drilled and disciplined. 
Moving westw ard to the Rocky M onntalna, they 
took w ith them the expencnce of the past, carried 
w ith tne travelling sun their arm s and am m uniilon.

to; but Legislatures everywhere have ways of their 
ow n. and so have had the Legislatures of Utah, one.

The report of the Board of Visitors to the United 
S tatea M ilitary Academy for 1871 has ju st been com­ 
pleted and presented to th e Secretary or War. It 
will be seen from the signatures th at only seven out 
Ol the twelve m em bers of the Board have signed the 
report. 
It seems slngniar th at tne law should pro- 
ide for a m ixed commission, m ade up of sevon 
civilians, two United SUtos Senators and three 
R epresentatives, who are all to consutute one Board 
and report to the Secretary of War, while the Con­ 
gressional m em bers of It are to m ake another 
and distinct report to Congress. 
From this provi­ 
sión of (be law have resulted som e confusion and 
irregnlartty in the discharge of their duties by the 
m em bers; aud as an evidence of this tbe present 
report shows th at tbe moral weight of tbe docum ent 
Is lessened wheu it Is endorsed by only a bare m a­ 
jority of m e whole B o ard -an d even m at Is a qualt- 
fled endorsem ent. Ouly four out of tho twelve m em ­ 
bers have signed tt wUbout any qualification. Tbe 
other three m em bers whose signatures are attached, 
namely. Dr. 8undertand, President of the Board; 
Judge Miller, of Alabama, and Governor Aiken, of 
South Carolina—have signlflel thour disapproval of 
the article on discipline, althongb they m ake no mi­ 
nority report. It Is understood th at these three gen­ 
tlem en differed very widely from the lour-M essrs.

A LADY SHOT UHDET PECULIAR CinCUMSTAHCES. 


A lady, aim nt nineteen years of age, accom panied 
by an elder,y lady, called at the office of Dr. S, J. 
Brady, Fqurth atrcet, W illiamsburg, yesterday after­ 
noon, and inform ed him that sho had been shot in 
Uie right thigh whilo passing tbe corner of Grand 
and Lewis streets.

When shot she was unuon- 
Bcions of being wounded, but heard a report of a 
pistol and fell som ething strike her d resa 
lYhllo on 
Imard the ferryboat she observed blood on her 
gaiters, and soon afterw ards ascertained th at she had 
been shot. Un probing tbe wound Dr. Krady found

O w lni to the bad w ortlng of the telegraph wires 
yesterday, during the storm , : was unable to send a 
lull account of the scenes which tooa place here 
yesterday, consequent np»n the refhsal of certain 
evll-dlspofled parUes to aiiow the Rev. Father O'Snl- 
Uvan to enter the chunh. Long before the regular 
hour for tne service» (eight o’clock» had arrived a 
largo crowd of persons congregated along the road 
leading to the chvrch. I noticed, la strolling am ong 
the men, th at out two or three hero and there 
showed by their talk m at they belonged to 
THB BRBKL PA BTy. 
All tho others m aintained a stolid sHerise, and 
these. I /earned afterwards, were the m em bers of tbe 
cburcb, Who disconntenancod the stand taken 
against the p nest by the rebels, and who m ight have 
taken a hand in any row that m ight have oconrrod 
had they not been instructed by Fatner O'Sullivan to 
be 
prudent 
and 
let the rebels say and 
do 
whatever they pleased unmolested. Abont Half-past 
eight o'clock a grand rush of boys and m en from 
the adjoining streets towards the church foretold the 
com ing of the pastor, and, sure enough, a m inute or 
so afterw ards he came along, preceded by two of 
the m embers of the church, and accom panied by 
Father M orlarty. Tbe m en who were appom tea to

were seated at tbe time on a log on tho opposite side 
of the road, but once the alarm bad been given they 
placed them selves In front of the entrance and con­ 
fronted the priest as be came up. The scene that 
ensued beggars description. The women, as the 
p n est arrtved near the gate, crowded abont him to 
shake.nsuds with him, and began to sob and shriek 
as though they Imagined he was going to his death. 
“1 w ant to enter here," e.Tcialmed he, as ne strode 
toward the gate. A m an nam ed Fitzgerald placed 
himaeU in front of hU lellow sentinels and retorted 
with au insulting leer — 
•You cannot get In.” 
“ 1 w ant to say m ass." 
"This 18 no place lor y on." 
“ I m ust en ter." 
‘•euaud back, sir; you will not;” and Fitzgerald 
p u t out bis haads as If to be ready If the priest 
made au attem pt vloleatly to force his way through 
tne guard. 
"Im u s t go into th at churob," again exclaim ed 
the pastor.

Father u'Sullivan then turned toward the other 
m en and dem anded to know why they were there. 
It had evidently been arranged beforenand th at but 
one of the rebels should do the talking, for they one 
and all made no reply to any quesUon put to them. 
Tlie nam es of the men at the gate were then taken 
<iown by one of tho trustees h r order of the priest, 
*nd then, taking off bis bat and lifting his bands 
above 
hts 
bead, 
he 
solemnly 
declared 
the 
church under ban of interdiction, 
as he was 
Jiatliortzed to do by the Bishop a few days ago. 
During all this tim e the wUde.st scene of excitem ent 
prevailed. The peaceable and quiet men who had 
up to till.-; m om ent kent tbelr seats by tiie road side 
jum ped to their feet and rushed pell m ill tow ards 
where the priest was slanding; but, on getting 
within sound of his voice, fell back ami m ade no 
Hlgii of either assisting or opposing him. The women 
ran a'jout wringing their hands In apparent aujtulsh 
«I mliid, and wept and shrieked and called down 
the curses oi Heaven fur the men who dared to dis­ 
obey the orders oi thcpa-stor, while the little chil- 
siren, who were too youug to know exactly what all 
the aisnigiftnce was about, 
set to crying and 
screech tng in a terrified wav th at made the conra- 
sion all the more coniounded. Husbands aud wives, 
in more than one Instance, begsn to wrangle In a 
high tone of voice as to each other’s conduct in re­ 
gard to tho affair, tbe women in every insianre 
siding with the priest and calling down im preca­ 
tions upon the head of those opposed to him. Mean­

Who testlfleil their respect for him by shaking hands 
w ith him and sssunng him that they would stand 
by him to the last.

behind the bar; be was wet from the beer and told

programme for July, wuicii provides for the sale of 
only $4,000,000 this montli as against $7,000,000 last 
month, and advanced upon a few purchases to 113K 
a 113%, -jrlth sales at die split. After the nrst spurt 
tne market became quiet and settled down steady at 
113}^ a llSfi. The strong tone of the marKet was, 
of course, the subject of much discussion, and tno 
old beta noire of the bears, "the balance of trade," 
"was vigorously trc«tc« out i>y ta&ir opponents. In 
this connection tliere 13 one thing which it would 
seem is not sufficiently understood by muav who 
are frightened at the balance of trade against 
us. 
They point to 
the 
customs 
entries in 


the apparent belief that these entries represent our 
indebtedness abroad. It should be borne In mm d 
that not all of the goods that arrive here are pur- 
chased by as. A very largejjroportion— it may sot 
be too much to say one-third—are sent nere on 
commission, and ol these another large proportion 
are, after being in warehouse some time, sold at a 
considerable reduction from the dgures at -which 
they were originally Invoiced and entered at the 
Custom House. The price at whicn they sold here 
is the amount of our indebtedness to the con.signcr, 
and the difference between that price, if lower, and 
tne Custom House entry must be deducted from the 
omclal returns of the amount of foreign imports. 
This, through the various causes wnlcl) have pro- 
duced a more economical disposition among our 
people ol late, must be largely in onr favor, although 
it would be difllcult to compute. The future of the 
flrold market is the subject of much anxiety oa the 
streei, and the feeling respecting it is about equally 
divided. It does uot seem reasonable t.o expect a 
much further advance in view or the large amount 
or coin that will be put on the street In the payment 
or interest on gold Interest-bearing securities inde- 
pendent of governments.

The «!»ew Departure" and tho Southern 


Draiocracy—Auotlier letter 
from 
John 


Quincy Arinuu. 
The letter which we published yesterday 


from John Quincy Adams, of Massachusetts. 
to the editor of the Augusta (.Ark.) Bulletin on. 
the political situation and the new departure 
is highly charged with the "spirit of '76." 
Our Arkansas contemporary bad written a 
letter to Mr. Adams, "expressing, among other 
things, the apprehension that, with Grant's 
vast patronage most unscrupulously used, 
he would cot yield the Presidential chair even 
if defeated before the people in 1872 (General 
Blair's ola idea), and that our republic, like 
its predecessors of old, is so rapidly drifting 
into the channels of corruption that the people 
in despair may look to one military leader as 
the only means of saving them from the utter 
ruin threatened by another;" and in reply to 
this letter Mr. Adams, as a democratic fellow 
citizen, pleads substantially that on the "new 
departure" the Southern States may escape 
from the pressura of a military despotism, and 
that the blessings of constitutional government 
may be restored to the whole country. 


First, in endeavoring to place himself in the 


situation of a suffering democrat in the "sub- 
ject States," Mr. Adams says, "I do try to 
take it home to myself, and I do not doubt 
that in similar circumstances I should to-day 
be an 'unrepentant rebel,' sor», angry, beaten 
and defiant. With me it would doubtless have 
been as it has been with you, that the tender 
mercies of reconstruction had been harder to 
bear than all the horrors of invasive war. 
I 


should hare been galled by misgovernmeat, 
robbed by imported knavery of the pittance 
which the war had spared, exasperated by 
wilful and persistent misrepresentation and 
cruelly condemned to hopeless impotence for 
the imputed guilt of cowardly 
crimes I 


abhorred." All this he can clearly under- 
stand; and, furthermore, he says, in the posi- 
tion of a Southern democrat, "I should have 
bean cojdemned, too, to hold my personal 
liberty at the nod of a mercenary carpet-bag- 
ger or the whim of a military satrap. I fear 
that I should have bsen an 'irreconcilable;' 
I think I should be snlky; but I know I should 
be silly if I yielded to the feeling." 
This is 


the essential point in the ease. Admitting all 
the wrongs of which. Southern "unrepentant 
rebels" complain, and fully sympathizing with 
these "irreconcUables," Mr. Adams, in effect, 
admonishes them of the folly of repining over 
the "lost cause" and of the silliness of sulkily 
waiting and trusting that some day "some- 
thing may turn up" to revive and give the 
victory to a Southern confederacy. 


On this question Mr. Adams wishes it, no 


doubt, to be clearly and universally under- 
stood that Mr. Jefferson Davis Is all wron^; 
that his high hopes of the toal success of the 
"lost causa" are vaia delusions; for, says the 
sagacious young statesman of Quinoy, 
"the 


war has confirmed, beyond the shadow of a 
turning, the destiny which decreed that there 
shall be but one confederated people of the 
North American Union, 
No. Rebellious I 


might be, but not weak enough ro await the 
resurrection of 
Becasaion." 
"What, 
then, 


.would he do? He is an ultra red-hot demo- 
crat against the party in power. He says ' 'the 
whole internal policy of the present adminis- 
tration" meaas, not peace and sectional har- 
mony, "but war;" that "reconstruction meant 
war;" that "the Ku Klux bill declared war," 
and that "this Union ia now held together by 
force." What, then, is the remedy which Mr. 
Adams proposes to the Southern democracy? 


He simply proposes the "new departure"— 


the acceptance of the constitution as it is— 
thirtppnfh, fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments, and all therein, contained, from negro 
emancipation to negro BuffrAge. 
And he is of 


the opinion, on this new departure, that "it 
tnatU-rs not what man may be chosen to lead 
u?, so long as his heart is large enough to 
hold the whole country, his soul brave 
enough, to embrace a Confederate as a 
brother, and his platform wide enough for 
every American citizen to stand upon," Of 
course, "to compass this end something of 
sacrifice is required of us all; much of self 
control is demanded of the South ;"' but still if 
the attempt suggested is made, "and honestly 
and in earnest, it cannot fail." Sacb are the 
salient points and such is the conclusion of 
this second chapter of good advice in 1871 
from this wise young Massachusetts states- 
man and democratic politician, Mr. John 
Quincy Adams. 
What astonishing changes 


we have from this whirligig, this revolutionary 
lottery wheel of American politics ! 
Prom 


J824 down to 1810 John Qnincy Adams, of 
Massachusetts (grandfather of the present 
John Quincy), was fonght and denounced by 
the o!d Jacksonian democracy as the living 
embodiment of the old federal party, its alien 
and sedition laws and all its despotic abomina- 
tions ; bat in 1871, the John Quincy Adams, 
of Massachusetts (a chip of the old block), 
appears as the foremost and ablest champion 
of the democracy against the party in power, 
although on the slavery and the negro ques- 
tions the achievements of this party cover the 
whole programme of the first John Qaincy 
Adams. He died in Congress fighting for the 
abolition of slavery—a forlorn hope against 
what appeared at that day, under the absolute 
power of the Southern cotton kings, a fixed 
institution for generations to come. 


In the present party attitude, then, of the 


living John Quincy Adama we have a striking 
illustration of the stupendous political revolu- 
tion wrought in the United States within the 
last thirty—yea the last ten, years—and of its 
remarkable effects upon our party platforms and 
leading politicians. But what is the prospect 
from this good advice of Mr. Adams to the 
Southern democracy? We hope they will fol- 
low it; but the signs of the times down South, 
are discouraging. Jeff Davis has done a vast 
amount of mischief in rekindling the smoulder- 
ing embers of his exploded confederacy; the 
Southern Maraj, of tho rebellion, the fierce and 
fiery Toombs, has been seconding the efforts 
of Davis to some pxirpose against what they 
call the frauds and outrages of the fourteentt 
and fifteenth amendments; and the late Vio? 
President 
of the "go-called 
Confederate 


States," Mr. Stephens, has become tho editor 
of' a Gaorgia newspaper for tho express pur- 
pose of holding tho democratic party to its 
Tammany declaration of 18B8, that all the re- 
construction doings of Congress, constitutional 
amendments included, are ''unconstitutional, 
revolutionary, null and void." 


Against such opposing forces from the old

departure In the South ? Very little with a 
brief letter eyery month or two, but very 
much from an. active missionary tour through 
the Southern States. His presence and his 
convincing speeches in the South In behalf of 
democratic harmony in the "acceptance of the 
situation as it is" would have a great effect 
even upon the old fire-eaterg. We cannot con- 
cur with Mr. Adams that if the democrats are 
united upon their platform 0110 man or one 
ticket will do aa well as another for the party 
in 1872. 
We hold that this battle will be 


fought mainly upon the tickets in the field, and 
secondarily upon the platforms, as on the 
great question, reconstruction, the platforms 
will, republican and democratic, be substan- 
tially the same. 
A powerful ticket, therefore, 


is the great essential for the democracy, and 
the ticket of Chase and Hancock will meet 
this demand, for it will be a. very powerful 
ticket. Letthe democrats adopt it, and cause 
it to be understood that, in the event of its 
election, Mr. John Quiney Adams will ba the 
Secretary of State of the ntw administration, 
and much additional strength will ba given in 
the campaign to the democratic cause. Lst the 
democracy put on their Presidential ticket a 
good strong popular Cabinet out and oat, 
headed by Mr. Adams, and they will find it 
immensely to their advantage. 


We shall touch upon this proposition again. 


We think it a good idea. Meantime we com- 
mend to the Southern democrats the souad 
and seasonable advica of Mr. Adams. 


The King of Italy at Koate. 


The arrival of Victor Emmanuel at Rome 


and the transfer of the Italian government to 
the Eternal City are events which cannot be 
passed over in silence. It is the deliberate 
judgment of mankind that the ancient capital 
of the world ought to be the capital of modern 
Italy. The people of Rome and the people 
•who -were Victor Emmanuel's subjects pre- 
viously to the occupation of the States of the 
Church are one in lineage. In interests and in 
destiny. 
Neither waited for this consumma- 


tion more earnestly than the other, and both 
were enthusiastic ia desiring it. Tee recep- 
tion which was yesterday accorded to the 
King proves this, and assures a long reign for 
the Italian Kings in the city of the Caesars. 
And in all this we can see nothing hostile to 
the Church. The Pope is a diguitary whom 
no earthly power could rob of his glory. The 
thunders of the Vatican are still as potent as 
in the days before1 the occupation. The mu- 
nicipal control of Rome—the regulation of the 
police and the command of the little Papal 
army—added nothing to the real dominion of 
the occupant of the chair of St. Peter. The 
whole Catholic world recognizes this even 
sow, and will come to recognize it more fully 
when all the good results springing out of this 
change shall have had time to develop them- 
selves. 


The Pope has not looked upon, the occupa- 


tion of Home by the Italians with favor. 
He 


regarded it as an invasion of the privileges of 
the Papal chair and an insult to the Church, 
bnt ha wisely determined to remain in the 
Vatican and to continue to exerclae in St. 
Peter's his augugl office of the chief bishop of 
the Christian world. In time, shoald his life 
be spared, as it is the hope and prayer of all 
men that it may be, he will see in these politi- 
cal changes less of evil and more of good than 
he at first thought to find in them. At all 
events they cannot ba reversed. The alacrity 
•with which the foreign Ambassadors at the 
Court of Florence transferred their offices to 
Home shows that there is to be no interven- 
tion. The occupation is fully accomplished. 
Rome is the political capital of Italy quite as 
much as it is the spiritual capital of tho world. 
In many respects all that has taken place was 
desirable ; but, apart from this, the transfer 
from Florence is an accomplished event, and 
as such we recognize it.

'ostered by those moat interested in doing so ? 
Although we mean to answer this question as 
fully as the limits of an article will allow, none 
need ezpect us to point out any place or per- 
son for either censure or approbation. At the 
same time there are few summer resorts in 
America to which our remarks will not be found 
more or less applicable in one form or other. 


That keeping such places has become an 


extensive business all who read the newspa- 
pers are aware; and there is no reason why 
,t shoiild not be Honorable as well as profita- 
ble. Far be it from us to deny that there are 
landlords of summer resorts as honest and as 
incapable of imposing on those who deal with 
them as any other business men, in town or coun- 
try. But the difficulty is that there are too few of 
ihis class. For one who is satisfied with a 
legitimate profit at least half a dozen have no 
aigher motiva than to exact as much as possi- 
ble from their guests. 
Indeed, the extent to 


which extortion ia carried in every conceiva- 
ble form wonld ssem not merely incredible, bnt 
utterly fabulous, were it not that thousands 
indignantly bear witness to it from actual ex- 
perience. 


Before giving any particulars in illustration 


of this, for the benefit of the uninitiated, we 
tnay remark in passing that it is because the 
grab system is carried, in numerous instances, 
beyond the bounds of endurance that so large 
a number of our citizens have ceased to visit 
those places; preferring to remain in the city, 
if they have no country residences of their 
own, rather than 
subject themselves for 


months or weeks, or even days, to what they 
have been compelled to regard as little better 
than organized swindling. 


All remember the time when those having 


any pretensions to respectability—not to men- 
tion fashion—used to be ashamed to be seen ia 
their comfortable houses In the city after the 
middle of June. It was no mere sarcasm on 
this class that many of them were said to pre- 
tend, by closing their froat windows, to be in 
the country, while they hid themselves away 
in their back rooms. Now the same class 
think it much more respectable to invite their 
friends to their city residences than to visit 
three-fourths of our summer resorts. It is of 
the latter they are ashamed to-day, although 
they sefc as high a value as ever on every ad- 
vantage to be dsrived from rustication ia the 
sultry season. They do not admire the groves 
or the forests, the hills or the valleys, the 
brooks or tne rivulets a whit less than they 
did seven or ten years ago. 
Nay, they sigh 


for all as much as ever; they are also as 
willing as ever to spend their money; but they 
ere less willing to be at once cheated and kept 
under "regulations" like naughty schoolboys. 


Our readers know that we are not of the 


cynical order. It has never been our habit to 
pretend to expect perfection from any class ; 
we are much more disposed to look at the 
bright than at the dark side of human nature; 
and had it been otherwise we would long since 
have denounced at least a portion of the 
"tricks upon travellers" played at some of our 
summer resorts. 
Even now we have no in- 


tention of any violence ; and if our remarks 
be heeded only in proportion as they are true 
and just—free from any exaggeration—they 
wiJI ultimately, if not immediately, serva the 
country landlords at least aa much as their 
guests. 


But let us not do injustice to the country 


folks, for it is not they who do one-tenth of 
the mischief in this casa. In all our large 
cilies there ia a pretty numerous class always 
ready to go to the country ia time to prepare 
the way for those who only go in search of 
recreation and health. The former are sure 
to be early enough in the field to take the 
latter in, and they are quite as intent on doing 
so, metaphorically as literally. Some who 
ezpect to better their condition by taking 
charge of summer resorts are honest, respect- 
able men, who have gained a well-earned repu- 
tation aa clerks or superintendents at our 
metropolitan hotels. But these are "angels' 
visits" in more than one sense, and to such 
our criticisms have no application except as 
contrasts to those of the opposite class. 


In general the keepers of country resorts 


are persons who either occupy subordinate 
positions at our fourth or fifth rate city hotels 
during the winter, keep third or fourth rate city 
boarding houses during the same period, or do 
nothing but walk about and amuse themselves 
in anticipation of the fine harvest they shall 
have ia summer. 
Not unfrequently the same 


party known aa plain Mrs. Sausage in the city 
turns up in the country as Tom Smith & Co., 
proprietors, &c. It is almost needless to say 
that the "resort" in charge of this firm has a 
long catalogue of attractions, and yot Smith 
is no fonder of calling his brass gold, his mole 
hills mountains, or his carrion veal prime beef, 
than almost any of his numerous rivals. 


Generally the first illustration the guest 


receives of the live and let live policy is in the 
shape of a bill for a whole week two or three 
days after his arrival. 
Not understanding 


this, he is informed that he was to have arrived 
earlier, and it was his own fault if he failed to 
do so. The rooms were there a week ago as 
well as now, and it wag not fair that they 
should be kept idle for nothing! 
In most 


instances the pleasure-seeker submits rather 
than listen to too much loud, virtuous talk, 
although be scarcely fares better afterwards, 
even in the matter of talk, than the one who 
refuses to be imposed upon, or says that if 
forced to pay what he does not owe it will be 
his last payment there. 
What cares "mine 


host" for this? At least, so ho says, and in no 
very polite language, and his countenance ia 
still more offensive than his tongue. Bnt ho 
Is generous after all. 
All of a sndden bo 


becomes as polite and friendly as possible. 
He says it was all a mistake and everything 
will be right and pleasant in future. 


Tho next difficulty is about extra dinners 


already paid for twice, or, perhaps, three 
times. One is reminded that no gentleman 
would obj.-ct, even if there wan a slight mis- 
take ; and a similar argument is ready for the 
contentioui individual who thinks it enough to 
pay the expressman's fee twice, but will pay it 
the third time rather than get up a "muss." 


At gome "resorts" the highest price paid for 


rosoia and board U but ft buta(«Ue to the. oro- 


prietor. It Is only those who drink at least a 
certain quantity that are respectable and 
worthy of attention. If they gamble all night 
and swear as long aa they are able, all the 
better; but they will be excused from the 
gamblinz and »we»ring if they will only have 
the proper number of bottles in their bill. 
Still they must be careful not to be "mean." 
That is, if by mistake they are charged for the 
best champagne instead of ttie worst claret 
they must not grumble, eve»^$ugh such "mis- 
takes" are of daily occurrence. As for those who 
will have neither one "brand" nor the other 
they are intolerable, and the sooner they leave 
the better. This may serve to explain how it 
is that not a few order bottles which they 
could not be induced to drink ; while paying 
ostensibly for the 
"villanoua compound" 


what they really want to purchase is freedom 
from annoyance. 


It may well seem incredible that any one 


keeping a summer resort at which he charges 
fabulous prices for rooms and board, neither 
of which would be endured in the city, would 
tWit his guests rudely and offensively because 
they will not drink in and out of season and 
sicken, if not intoxicate themselves, in order 
to put money into Ms pocket. Nevertheless 
the fact is but too frae, and if any doubt it 
they need not go a day's journey from New 
York ia order to be fully satisfied on that point. 
Those fond of gunning or fishing are doubtless 
sufficiently Informed already aa to the modus 
operan&i of this class, although, being a long- 
suffering race and used to "roughing 
it," 


probably most of them forget that there is any- 
thing very wrong in having even defective 
liquors forced down their ihroats at so much a 
bottle. 


But, alas! for those who have horses at 


many of our summer resorts. If the poor ani- 
mals themselves could speak they nr'ght well 
say, "Wo worth the day." 
It does not re- 


quire any extensive knowledge of human na- 
ture to understand that those who wonld 
cheat a man to his face, even while he is pro- 
testing against the trick, would not scruple 
much to cheat tb.s "dumhbrute." Where a lady 
is threatened with expulsion for intimating in 
the most delicate manner that the steak ia too 
much like leather for her teeth and too much 
like a bolus for her stomach, the horse should 
be thankful if he gets bad hay instead of the 
good oats for which his master pays the high- 
est figure. Probably none bnt those who have 
derived their 
knowledge from experience 


would believe that there are "resorts" claimed 
to be first class at which the owner's coach- 
man or groom will not be allowed to feed his 
own horses lest he might give them too mash. 
But such is the fact ia many instances. 
Some- 


times the owners have to get up an indignation 
meeting in order to save their horsss from 
starvation. 


Many other plans of extortion practised at 


summer resorts are but too familiar to hun- 
dreds of our readers. But are not those we 
have glanced at quite sufficient to account for 
the altered views and wishes of our citizens in 
regard to those places ? It by no means fol- 
lows, however, that because bad, suicidal 
plans have been pursued in the past such will 
be continued in the future; and nothing will 
afford the HBCAX.T> more pleasure than to pro- 
claim the improvement as soon as it takes 
place. 


The French Elections, 


Prance has again spoken for the republic. 


The supplementary elections, which took 
place on Sunday last, indicate the sentiments 
of the French people. 
Out of one hundred 


and fourteen vacancies the republicans have 
succeeded in electing eighty or ninety mem- 
bers to fill the vacant places in the National 
Assembly. 
A more thorough vote of confi- 


dence or a more genuine expression in favor 
of the republican government it would be 
difficult to imagine. 
Nothing short of the 


unanimous verdict of the people could be 
more significant than the announcement which 
the cable despatches of yesterday made of the 
determination of the will of the 'French people 
to remain true to the republic. Thiers' hands 
aie now strengthened, for the people have 
spoken in approval of the form of government 
of which he is the executive head. 
Not 


only in the elections have they shown their 
confidence In the republic, but in the manner 
in which they have taken up the new loan 
have they indicated their firm belief in repub- 
licanism and the ability of the people of 
France to rule France. Now that the republic 
is truly endorsed by the people there is no 
excase for the French leaders to hesitate in 
their course. Gambetta has secured a place 
in the Assembly, and he hag announced his 
determination to support the government of 
Thiers. General Faidherbe, one of the bravest 
and most thorough soldiers of France, has 
also been elected by tho republicans. 
Other 


prominent republicans have been elected to fill 
the vacant chairs. The French people have 
spoken; let the government act, and by wise, 
thoughtful and viprorona legislation prove that 
the confidence of the French people is not 
misplacod.

Every now and then there springs up, like 


mushrooms in a night, a crop of municipal 
reformers, who assail the authorities with 
might and main until they are obliged to desist 
from sheer exhaustion, or from other causes, 
which it is not at all difficult to explain. 
These humbug reformers are organized bands 
of uneasy people who have been left out in the 
cold ia the matter of some fat contract or 
other—that of the city printing and adver- 
tising being not among tho least of the causes 
that arouses their holy indignation.

Instances of which are too fresh in the 
memories of our citizens to be repeated here. 
In other words, they are like tho adventurers 
of small means who create opposition lines of 
steamboats, telegraphs or railroads for tho 
purpose of extorting money from the large and 
regularly established companies. It is with tho 
intention of having their silence purchased by 
what they call the "ring" that all this parade 
of al'eged extravagance, over-taxation and 
fraud ia made. Instead of reducing taxation, 
if their views were adopted, the burden would 
more likely be increased than diminished, .for 
there would be so many more hungry months 
to feed at the expense of our taxpayers. 


We aro ia favor or aur movement calculated 


to leisen the pressura upon oar 
citizens. But we must protest against the 
operations of these humbug reformers, fo< 
they are not prompted by a sincere desire tat 
promote tho publio benefit.

In w^4 lie was prompted to be Ural lieutenant, aua 
was made a captain of ordnance In 1«:!8, stuca 
which time he did excellent service in tlie Ordnance 
Bureau at Washington. In Isfll he was promoted to 
Le major and lieutenant colonel, and was muds 
colonel Inlsoti, tne rank of brevet brigadier general 
being accorded to him Marcti IS, 1M05, lor faithTui 
and meritorious services during the rebellion. Ha 
served as Executive Assistant In tne Ordnanco 
tJureau at Washington from Aurtl, 18(11, to Septem- 
ber, 1803, and from the latter date till August, 1864. 
he was Inspector of Armories, Arsenals and Ord- 
nance Depots, visiting aud examining nearly all tho 
orrtu.ince establishments in tho country.

At taat time the Legislature of 
Illinois geve to Nanvoo, the home of the saints, on 
tae borders of the Mississippi, an extrordinary 
smarter, incorporating the militia of Sanvoo, Hau- 
coefc connty, a "Legion," and by the political mnu- 
-ence of a very popular, now deceased, Senator of tae 
United States, the Governor of Illinois commissioned; 
tfae Mormon prophet, Joseph Smith, its Lieutenant 
Cenerai. 
In course of time the Illinois Legislature 


repented of the tinsel glory it Had sued, over the 
cocked hat and laced coat and stripes of the pro- 
jihet, and revoked the city charter and thai of the 
Legion, But it was too late; the organization had 
Been effected and orflcered. Ic made no difference 
to tfce Mormons, who had drilled; what Illinois might 
cau them—they were drilled and disciplined. 


Moving westward to tne R-oclry Mountains, they 


toofe with them the experience of the past, carried 
with the travelling sun their arras aud ammunition, 
and were able to Hold their own against the roving 
Indians till the country was lully settled. Among 
the first acts of the Territorial Legislature of Utat 
"was tne resurrection of tne Sauvoo Legion in all 
its glory of titles. Brigham 1 oung was then Gov 
ernor, by the appointment of President Millard Fill 
znors, with the advice and consent of the Senate 
mac* was actually reappolnted, for a second term o 
•office, the Governor oftjcah, ex oWcio Superintend 
ftnt of Indian An*airs and Commauder-in-Chlef o 
tfce Militia. 
During xhis jrubernatorial reign or over seven 
years Brignam was everything t;-.at bis appointment 
made him, aud consequently coni rolled the militia 
but seeing tue probability in 1S57 that a new Gover- 
nor would be appointed, and by virtue of his office 
become Commander-in-Chief of the militia, the 
Legislature made provision for the election by the 
militia of the Lieutenant General,, who would be 
Actually the head ol the mllHia, though the Governor 
would be so in title. 


The Governors who succeeded Brigham have done 
«ome srnmblingr, and in their messages have recom 
mended the acknowledgment of the Governor as 
Commander-tn-Chief of ihe militia ia some more di- 
rect, tangible way than what they had been treated 
To; but Legislatures everywhere have ways of their 
-own. aud so have Dad the Legislatures of Utah, one 
of which is BDeclal dulness of comprehension when 
the opposite faculty woum bring along unpleasttni 
changes. Notnlng was ever done. 


J. Wiiapn ShaiFer had been chief of Butler's staf 
during liis campaign in Louisiana, and, educated by 
example to be all thai, be was. he very natr,rally ex- 
pected to be recognized as Commander-in-Chief of 
She miiatJa. The Morman Lieutenant General, U. H. 
"Wells, with accustomed routine, was proceeding on 
In ins usual way with militia business, ordering 
musters and drills last fall, just as he had done for 
a dozen years belore, when suddenly was issued the

Had the orUer of General VVells 
been as before—for musters, drills, & c. — t:ie repro- 
duction of Governor Shaffer's proclamation would 
have probably been lu order, but to apply it in 
forbidding citizen soldiers to take part lu H military 
capacity, in a procession of mecnanlca, artisans.

The report of the Board of Visitors to the United 


States January Academy for 1871 has just seen com- 
pletetl aud presented to the Secretary or "War^lt 
will be seen from the signatures that only seven out 
oi the twelve members or the Board have signed Hie 
report. It. seems singular that the law should pro- 
vide for a mixed commission, made up of seven 
civilians, two United States Senators and three 
Representatives, who are all to constitute one Board 
and report to the Secretary of War, while tlie Con- 
gressional members oi it are to make another 
and distinct report to Congress. 
From this provi- 


sion of the law have resulted some conlusion and 
irregularity in the discharge^ of their duties by the 
members; and as an evidence of this the present 
report shows that the moral weight of the document 
ia lessened when it is endorsed by only a bare ma- 
jority of the whole Board—and even that is a. quali- 
fied endorsement. Only four out of the twelve mem- 
bers have signed it without any qualification. The 
other three members whose signatures are attached, 
namely, Dr. Sunderland, President of the Board; 
Juage Miller, .of Alabama, am) Governor Aikeu, of 
South Carolina—have signiflei their disapproval of 
the article on discipline, although they make no mi- 
nority report. It is understood that these three gen- 
tlemen differed very widely Irom the four—Messrs. 
Carpenter, Johnson, Woods and Edwards—as to the 
nature and objects of discipline. There was a radi-

foundation of trnthlulness and honor In the personal 
character, and consequently of subordination and 
fidelity in the corps; if it be to teach obedience to

founders of the republic, aud working so prosper- 
ously throughout ihe country, may be practically 
recognized at this post—that is to sav, no monopoly 
of political patronaije, no ucctesia-Htical establlsh- 
ment, no uniou or Church and state. The course of 
studies pursued at tlie /WjJ^my—both as to methods 
of instruction, me naiiiW-or the branche3 pursued 
and the time respectively given to each—nave been 
carefully considered by the Board. With reward to 
IDC method of teaching la all the different depart- 
ments they express the utmost unqualiBed approba- 
tion. The process of imparting a knowledge of the 
subjects under discussion seems skilfully chosen to 
reach the highest Intelligence aud culture, not so 
much by crowding the mind with tue mere material 
of learning as to training it to clear and cousecuiive 
thinking, or in other words teaching ihe art of 
study, in reference to the subjects pursued and. the 
relative time devoted, the Board suggest tbat an 
important change is imperatively demanded. In 
laa, 
considering the advanced conditions of 
science and civilization at the present day, it is in 
lue opinion 'of the Board absolutely indispensable 
to the future greatness of the institution. Tne four 
years of me academic course, as found by universal 
experience, constitutes tue maximum of time proper 
to be spent in the acquirement of a fundamental 
education, whether in the science of amis or in the 
liberal professions of civilized life. Those studies 
whicli are essential to a military training, with those 
which are more closely afcm ro tuem, especially m 
view of the great expansion and mmme accuracy of 
modern investigation, muse of necessity consume 
the whole period of the academic curriculum. Jt 
has consequently been found that a number of the 
most important branches, particularly those ot 
elocution, 
English 
literature, 
belles 
letcrea 
and 
ethics, 
have 
been thrust 
aside simply 
for want of time. 
The Board expresses tue 
conviction 
that, 
in 
VIRW of the 
increasing 
intimacy 
Of 
our 
country 
with 
Spaniah- 
speakinsr populations, the aecessitv of a Knowl- 
edge oi this language is not 
sufflclouUv- un- 
derstood wnen it is remembered that SDanisu la 
spoken by 45,000,000 people, more than half of whom 
compose nations in our own hemispnere and are an- 
nually coming into close connection with us; when 
it is apparent that every year is extending and com- 
plicating our commercial aud civil relations; when 
we consider the influence of future diplomatic inter- 
course, and even tlie possioility of military opera- 
Uonet we scarcely over-estimate the value ol this 
study to the young men of the Academy. While, 
therefote, the Board urges attention to ilie modem 
languages, as French a"ud Gerantu, as far as may be 
practicable, they deem it indispensable that Spanish 
be not only retained but made more prominent. 
They 
reL-ommend that a preparatory 
course 
of at least one year be established, and in 
view 
of 
the 
number 
of 
annual 
rejections 
tnat. the 
miuknum of age of 
admission 
to 
tne 
Academv 
be nxed 
at 
eighteen 
years: 
that the method and standard of admission to rhe 
preparatory course be the same as it now 13 for the 
Academy; that at the end of this course an exami- 
nation in the studies of preparatory year be held, 
and that no person wno cannot pass ttie test of such 
examination be admitted to the AcaUemv. The 
Hoard recommends tue establishment of a Pro- 
fessorship of fctfiica and Belles L,ettres to be se- 
lected from civil life. A high compliment is paid 
to the Academic Board, and, in alluding to tbe time 
ior the retirement of certain proiessors, they ex- 
press tlie conviction taat the time has arrived when 
me processors of ethics and law, of engineering 
and drawing be retired, and that the government 
should afford auiple provisions for tlieir comlort in 
their retirement, to which they are entitled by so 
long a life 01 active and distinguisiied public ser- 
vice. They recommend the abolition of the Pro- 
fessorship of Drawing, aud that hereatter this study 
be included in ine department of engineering, aud 
oe restricted to mathematical clrawjiif. 
Particular attention was given by the Board to the 
library, apparatus and observatory, the inspection 
of buildings, state of the grounds, fiscal atrairs, 
police discipline, <fcc., concernlncr all of which the 
remarks are generally favorable. Recommendations 
lor repairs in certain instances and increased ac- 
commodations aud instruments ior experiment aud 
study are made, concerning tlie aa.Latm.-anUion or 
the Academy and its several departments the Board 
notes the evidences of a wise aud competent super- 
vision over ah that concerns tne welfare of rhar. com- 
munity; and in view or tho arduous and complica- 
ted labors of his position the Board fiuiy accord tne 
tribute of approbation to un ottlcer who, having for 
several years sustained the burdens of his adminis- 
tration with so much ara or and success, is about to 
be transferred to another post. The Board, leeling 
the importance oi a high state of discipline to tUe 
etilclency 
of 
the 
Academy 
to 
accomplish 
the purpose for which it is maintained, earnestly 
recommends a return to tbe stricter kind of disci- 
pline which was aammistered years ago. An army 
must be governed by uitterent methods aud upon 
dHTerent principles from a civil society; and to an 
army ana 10 every military establishment discipline 
is a necessity. With a view to tins end, in tue opmiou 
of me Board, the superintendent anu commandant 
of tiie cadets should always be ofllcers of high rank, 
•wno »>y tueir age aud military distmraiou can com- 
mananoi ouiy rcwpect but. Implicit obeuienco of 
cauets. In connection TVILU me suojuct ot discipline 
reference is tnude to t,iie rigorous discipline of West 
I'omt twenty-live years ago, when omcers and cadets 
stood 
in 
relation to eadi oKiier as 
oiUccra 
and soldiers at any military post; when cadets oulv 
visited oti'.eers' quarters Saturday afternoons, and 
seldom i hen because ot the distance maintained by 
ttie superiors. All r.his, it is stated, had, a tendency 
to put die -sons or the rich and poor men on a com- 
mon looting. The present condition of anaird, re- 
sulting Jroiu the great influx of lasiuonaoly ufc at 
the post, is commented upon, among o.lier things, 
aa causing a relaxation 01 the rules and former 
riirors or the Ac;uiemy. The subject of dmsipline iu 
IH inouKht, wiii DC IUHJ considered iu the report' to 
Congress, which will ue muue l-y tho members of 
the Board ai.poinictl by the Vice President and 
Speaker of t*ie House ot ueprescntaUves. The usual 
recommendations 
concerning 
the nece-iaity of 
proper appropriations 
for ttie 
present neces- 
sities of tne national military school aro made 
It remains only lor the Board of Visitors onss7i in 
taking leave of the subject or thetr invesilK-atlons, to 
avow the sentiment of heartieic pride which, upon 
the whole view of the case, they expcrieuce In re- 
gard to tins streat national military school. When 
we reflect on itn historic associations, on the num- 
ber or Its illustrious sons wuo have ^ojie out to 
adorn every department of human enterprise us 
weil aa to defend the country in times of peril; when 
we see the great beneiits thus conferred upon so 
many youtn ol tne republic ;tml the nccvstuiy for 
the continuance ol su-h an luslituuon, not only for 
maintaining the national delence, but also for up- 
holding the hJgh atauilard ot scientllic auammeut.s, 
there can 
be no question among the candid 
and patriotic 
as 
to 
the 
feasibility and tho 
dutjofgiviuic it prompt and generous sunport. It 
must, indeed, expect to encounter the criticism ami 
opposition ol ita enemies, ami if these be wisely 
improved they may be overruled for the Htm Higher 
ground to which it is now reaching forward. The 
Board have only to express the hope tliac ttie results 
ol the achievements of the luture aud mat ihe 
Academy may flourish as one of the strongest uiid 
noblest monuments of the nation.
